City tightens up on . water 
service payment deadlines

Although the Grayling City 
Council has shortened its cut off 
to keep city water service flow- 
ing, it did include provisions for 
cilizens to set up a payment plan 
to allow for timely payment of 
their bills. 

The Grayling City Council at 
their last regular meeting amend- 
ed the city’s water shut-off poli- 
cy. 

The water shut-off policy now 
requires citizens to pay their bills 
within 30 days of receiving their 
water bills. The water bills are 
mailed quarterly. 

After the 31 days of non-pay- 
ment, a shut off notice will be 
mailed to homeowners and fand- 
lords. 

Water will be shut off after 60 
days unless payment is made in 
full or arrangements are made 


and kept accordingly. 

The last time city officials 
addressed the water shut off pol- 
icy was in 2007. Then, the city 
gave city residents 90 days to 
pay their bills before water serv- 
ice was shut off. 

Manpower on behalf of the 
Grayling’s Department of Public 
of Works was the main factor in 
the change. 

“It was too complicated and 
too cumbersome,” said Grayling 
City Clerk Michele Miller, who 
oversees the water billing 
process. 

Miller added that Jandlords 
had complained to city officials 
when they were saddied with 
unpaid water bills on behalf of 
their tenants. She added that 
shortening the process will hope- 
fully uncomplicate the process 
as the city is mailing billing 
notices and employees are con- 


ducting meter reads and shutting 
off water service. 

“Hopefully by being more 
proactive, we can get more peo- 
ple to stay on top of their water 
bills,” she said. “We understand 
that everyone is having hard 


times, but this gives them a 
chance to make payment 
arrangements. 


“The idea is to have the water 
bills paid prior to the next billing 
cycle,” Miller added. “When 
we're billing and taking meter 
reads at the same time, that was 
really hard to do.” 

The city council plans to 
address the discontent and 
reconnect fee for water services. 
Finally, the council planned to 
review all fees at its Monday, 
May 23, meeting and will com- 
pile all fees into one fee sched- 
ule, 


County will 
revamp 
planning 
commission 
to cut costs

After volleying ideas back and fourth 
about combining planning efforts and other 
services, Crawford County leaders and 
other local officials will sit down at the 
table next weck to formalize a group to 
carry oul the mission. 

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners wil! hold an organizational 
meeting for the Crawford County Planning 
Commission at 6 p.m. on Wednesday, May 
4, 

The current Crawford County Planning 
Commission has been in a state of limbo 
over the past several months. In recent 
years, planning and zoning duties were 
taken over by the six townships in the coun- 
ty and the City of Grayling has always 
administered ifs own planning and zoning. 
The planning commission only meets four 
limes per year to review changes in master 
plans regarding future Jand use in the coun- 
ty. 

County commissioners faced a July 1, 
2011 deadline to make changes regarding 
the membership on the Crawford County 
Planning Commission and the tasks that it 
would oversee. 

The changes were prompted by Michigan 
Planning Enabling Act Public Act 33 of 
2008. The state law repeated the pervious 
Municipal Zoning Act, County Planning 
Act and Township Planning Act to bring 
more efficiency to planning and zoning 
efforts and create harmony between neigh- 
boring municipalities. 

County Commissioner Rick Anderson, 
vice chairman of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners and a member of 
the planning commission, suggested the 
county planning commission, along with 
city and township officials, look at county- 
wide zoning issues such as the location of 
medical marijuana related businesses and 
the location of wind turbines. 

Most recently, Grayling Charter 
Township Supervisor Terry Wright sent a 
letter to county, city and township officials 
on a proposal to combine planning efforts 
and to provide other municipal services, 

Wright made the proposal in light of 
Michigan Goy. Rick Snyder’s proposed 
budget cuts to local units of government, In 
addition, municipalities will continue to see 
less revenue from property taxes due to the 
declined housing market. 

“Most analysts are saying it could be sev- 
eral years, if ever, before housing values 
begin to climb, which could make a bleak 
future for all of our revenues in a time when 
costs continue to rise,” Wright said. 

Wright has proposed that services be 
consolidated through Crawford County, 
local authorities or joint-boards represent- 
ing the individual entities, 

Specifically, he suggests consolidating 
assessing departments, excluding individ- 
ual boards of review, which handle tax 
assessment appeals. Building departments 
could be combined, including permitting 
and inspection duties. Zoning departments 
could be combined including ordinance 
development, adoption and enforcement.

Miller meets weekly with 
Mayor Kart Schreiner to 
talk about business and 
activities for the city. They 
discussed coordinating a 
citywide sale with the 
opening of the Grayling 


Farm Market or the Harvest 
Festival. Schreiner educat- 
ed the city council on the 
possibility of giving the 
community an economic 
shot in the arm, and they 
were overwhelmingly in 
support of the idea. 
Grayling City Manager 
Doug Baum pitched the 
idea of the cilywide garage 
sale at a Grayling Uptown 
District Association meet- 
ing, and they were on 
board. All parties agreed 
that the sale should be held 
in conjunction with the 200 
Mile Grayling to Oscoda 
Garage/Yard/Side of the 
Road Sale, which will be 


held the first weekend of 


June this year. 

Last year, the sale was 
held on the same weekend 
of the Weyerhaeuser 
AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon, which begins in 
Grayling and ends in 
Oscoda at Lake Huron. The 
marathon is always held the 
last weekend in July. 

Kay Cosgray, business 
liaison for the Michigan 
Works Office in Grayling 
and a member of the 
Crawford County 
Economic Development 
Partnership, said the first 
200-sale was successful. 
The sale matched with the 


the canoe marathon, how- 
ever, proved to be too much 
activity for some. 

“They just felt it was too 
much, especially for 
Graying and Oscoda,” 
Cosgray said. “They choose 
another date and the first 
weekend in June happened 
to be it.” 

The 200-mile sale was 
organized by the AuSable 
River Country committee, a 
group of community and 
business leaders from the 
region. Cosgray is part of 
the the group.

School board protests school funding 
raid as voters contemplate millage

The Crawford AuSable 
Board of Education last 
week fired off some opposi- 
tion to Michigan Gov. Rick 
Snyder and state lawmakers 
on a proposal to shift funds 
from local schools to cover 
business tax cuts. 

The Crawford County 
Board of Education Jast 
week passed a resolution 
protesting a proposal to 
divert dollars from the 
School Aid Fund to support 
community colleges and 
institutions of higher edu- 
cation at the expense of 
children the schools serve. 

Crawford AuSable 
School ; District 
Superintendent Joe Powers 
said Snyder has proposed 
significant cuts to educa- 
tion. He said that Sndyer 
wants to lake money from 
K-!2 schools and transfer 
that money into the state’s 
general fund. 

“If he is successful, the 
governor would effectively 
take $800,000 from the 
Crawford AuSable Schools 
and out of Crawford

County,” Powers said, 


Powers noted that. cili- 
zens of the State of 
Michigan voted for 


Proposal A in 1994. Under 
Proposal A, the sales tax 
was increased to six per- 
cent, property taxes were 
cut in half and the added 
tax money was dedicated 
to K-12 schools. 

Snyder, who took office 
in January, has found a 
loophole with the proposal 
that state volers approved. 

The State Constitution 
allows the School Aid Fund 
to include “higher educa- 
tion.” Proposal A defined a 
funding formula specifical- 
ly for K-12 schools to cre- 
ate more cquity across the 
state amongst schools. 

The current state propos- 
al wants to break the 
promise of Proposal A after 
16 years. 

“As a result, our schools 
and every schoo across the 
state will sce a huge cut for 
next year,’ Powers said. 

Powers acknowledged 
that the State of Michigan's 
general fund is in a deficit. 
The deficit will — be 
increased by $1.8 million 
dollars with a proposed (ax 
reduction for some  busi- 
nesses, 

“Governor Snyder’s pro- 
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posal ts to shift dedicated 
tax dollars out of the 
Schoot Aid Fund and allow 
the State to use the money 
as they see fit,’ Powers 
said, “This is not what the 
Michigan citizens voted for 
in 1994” . 
Powers noted that Rep. 


Peter Pettalia, R-Presque 


Isle, and Sen. John 
Moolenaar, R-Midland, 
will be voting on the raid of 
the School Aid Fund. 

“They will be deciding 
whether to transfer the K- 
12 dollars to the state’s cof- 
fers,” Powers said. 

With the economy 
improving, schools thought 
they would be receiving an 
increase of $260 per stu- 
dent after 10 years of diffi- 
cult school — funding. 
Instead, the legislature ts 
contemplating the Snyder’s 
proposal to cut schools by 
$471 per student. 

Coupled with declining 
enrollment and higher costs 
like increased diesel prices, 
The Crawford AuSable 
School District is looking at 
a $1.3 million budget short- 
fall for next year, Powers 
said. 

Local schools cannot 
raise operating dollars, The 
promise of Proposal A in 
1994, determined a funding 
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VOTE 


stream for K-12 schools but 
also. disallowed local 
schools from seeking any 
operational dollars to sup- 
port the education of the 
children. 

The only way schools 
can raise operational: dol+ 
lars is to have an 
Intermediate School 
District (SD) wide elec- 
tion. 

Powers noted that on 
May 3, the school district 
will have a school election 
for election of school board 
members. Also on the bal- 
lot is a special education 
issue for Crawford, 
Oscoda, Ogemaw — and 
Roscommon Intermediate 
School District (COOR 
ISD). COOR is the four 
county regional school dis- 


trict, which helps Mio, 
Fairview, West Branch, 
Houghton Lake, 


Roscommon and Crawford 
AuSable School Districts 
with special education. 

If approved, the millage 
rate would positively affect 
the students of Crawford 
AuSable School District. 

“This increase millage 
rate would bring approxi- 
mately $342,000 dollars 
more to the Crawford 
AuSable School District 
each year for the education 
of all students,’ Powers 
said. “The legislature may 
reduce the educational dol- 
lars of our schools signifi- 
cantly. However, a yes vote 
on the COOR ISD special 
education millage would 
help our schools greatly. 
This type of ballot issue is 
the only way we can pro- 
vide more dollars for our 
students in Crawford 
County.”

Would 
taxpayers be stuck with the 
bill? In 2008, the two-party 
primary cost about $10 mil- 
lion. That's a big chunk ina 
state now governed by 
Republicans and gasping for 
dollars already. 

The second problem is 
political, If Republicans use 
a primary to winnow down a 
multi-candidate field, and 
Democrats already are set- 
tled on a caucus choice for 
their party’s candidate, then 
Democrats would be free to 
vote in the Republican pri- 
mary and try to select the 
weakest possible opponent 
for President Obama. 

Unless something 
changes tn the near future, 11 
looks like Michigan 
Democrats have — forced 
Michigan Republicans into 
a non-primary selection 
process, which may suit 
party leadership better any- 
way. 

Of course, ordinary folks 
in both parties will be left 
out in the cold.

Wellington Farm, a 
learning experience 


For millions of 
Americans, museums are 
seen as refuges of learning, 
fun and spiritual uplift. 
That is true from the cher- 
ished Smithsonian muse- 
um on the National Mall in 
Washington to the Pearl 
Harbor - USS Arizona 
Memorial in Hawaii to 
Wellington Farm right here 
in northern Michigan, 
That’s why U.S. museums 
attract an estimated 850 
million visits each year, 
more than all professional 
sporting events and theme 
parks combined, 

But it is important to 


remember, — particularly 
amid reports of other 
emerging economies 


eclipsing us academically, 
that museums are also 
essential pillars of our edu- 
cational — infrastructure. 
That is the case hundreds 
of museum professionals 
made to Capitol Hill on 
March I. 

According to the federal 
Institute of Museum and 
Library Services, muse- 
ums annually provide 
more than 18 million 
instructional hours to 
American students and 
educators, ranging from 
professional development 
for teachers to traveling 
exhibits to schools to the 
traditional field trip. An 
estimated 55 million 
school children take part in 
museum field trips each 
year, despite cuts in school 
budgets. Such school out- 
ings range from visiting 
science museums to learn 
about the human heart to 
visiting botanic gardens to 
examine environmental. 
conservation to becoming 
familiar with their town’s 
past at the local history 


museum. All told, muse- 
ums annually invest more 
than $2 billion in educa- 
tion programming. 

Right here in northern 
Michigan, Wellington 
Farm near Grayling pro- 
vides an education pro- 
gram for area schools 
based upon the educational 
goals established by the 
Michigan Department of 
Education. During the 
spring, classes especially 
designed for grades three, 
four and five are the most 
popular at the 60-acre liv- 
ing history farm. Second 
graders learn about nature, 
fourth graders experience 
life as it was lived during 
the Great Depression and 
fifth graders get a first 
hand look at where their 
food comes from, — For 
more information, call the 
farm at 989-348-5187. 

Perhaps unknown to 
many of our citizens, 
museum leaders play a 
major role in formulating 
school curriculum, work- 
ing in concert with school 
officials in many states. 
And of course, museums 
are vital educational tools 
for parents of the estimat- 
ed two million children in 
this country who are 
homeschooled. 

Further, museums have 
adapted their educational 
programs to conform to 
the mandates of No Child 
Left Behind, incorporating 
standards in math and 
reading, while also adapt- 
ing educational offerings 
to state and local bench- 
marks in science, art, lan- 
guage arts, civics and gov- 
emment and economics 
and financial literacy. 
Wellington Farm is no 
exception, 


For many of today’s stu- 
dents, museums provide 
the switch that makes the 
light bulb go on; the expe- 
riential learning environ- 
ment provided by muse- 
ums makes it easier for 
many young people to 
grasp concepts that seem 
irrelevant and obscure on 
the pages of a textbook. 

Clearly, museums are 
engaged in critical work 
that contributes to the edu- 
cational excellence of our 
communities. But as sub- 
stantial as is the impact of 
museums on American 
education, the contribution 
of museums goes much 
farther. As state and local 
governinent budgets are 
increasingly stretched thin, 
many museums are taking 
up the slack, filling the 
voids in our soctal and 
community fabric. 

Art museurns have creat- 
ed programs for 
Alzheimer’s patients and 
their caregivers, enabling 
them to enjoy the benefits 
of engaging with our artis- 
tic treasures. Other muse- 
ums have led the way in 
working with autistic chil- 
dren, providing a_ safe, 
comfortable day out for 
the children and their par- 
ents, Visionary children’s 
museums have become 
sanctuaries for families 
caught up in the justice 
system. Museums have 
served to bridge cultural 
and ethnic divides in com- 
munities, from bringing 
recent immigrants together 
to meld their old traditions 
with those of their new 
homes, to offering English 
as a second language 
courses.

Fishing Regulations: AuSable River, Manistee River 


Fishing regulations on the AuSable River 
and the Manistee River vary from section 
to section, with many mites carrying the 
“gear restricted” designation. According 
to the Department of Natural Resources’ 
"2011 Michigan Fishing Guide,” this year’s 
regulations — some of which are different 
than in previous fishing seasons — for the 
AuSable and the Manistee include: 

The Manistee River, from headwaters 
downstream to County Road 612, is con- 
sidered “type 2” regulations: Possession 
Season: last Saturday in April through 
Sept. 30.
